The beaker was E. S. Kick***, the 
engineer who bas bean in the city for 
several 
month* 
superintending the 
construction of the bridge. 
Mr. Pick*** 
has had experience in the construction 
of water supply plants, aud has paid 
particular attention to filtration, know­ 
ing that the rapidly increasing popula­ 
tion of the country will in the no 
distant future render necOMUry some 
change in the system now so generally 
u*ed. He is a native of Steubenville, 
and his observations cannot but be read 
with interest by those people who reb**I 
against drinking liquid mud and the 
sewage of Pittsburg and Allegheny. 
"Filter tied*, such as would be best 
for the < fido valley, would not cost 
great deal," continued the engineer 
“The principle is to fill an excavation 
with broken stone, graduated from the 
larger stoue at the bottom to the amalic 
oil top. This is covered with tine sand 
for about two and one-half feet, and 
under the whole is a complete system of 
drainage. That is the filter proper, 
reserver large enough to contain the re 
suit of ut least 24 hours’ filtration is of 
course a necessity, and the plant proper 
is complete. 
"The water could be pumped from the 
river, aud spread over the beds. The 
water contains a large number of 
bacteria, 
which, 
when 
brought iu 
contact with the sand, forms what ex­ 
perts are pleased to style a jelly. This 
is very thin, but it serves to keep the 
bacteria of the water pumped after 
ward from getting into tho drains, and 
answers the purpose of tho ideal filter. 
It is customary to switch this first 
water into a drain that would carry 
it again to the river, thus leaving 
that in the reservoir comparatively free 
from dangerous germs. Tile lied* mnst 
lie cleaned iii some places every few 
days, bnf here in the valley every two 
weeks woald be sufficient, even when 
the 
river 
is 
muddiest. 
Beds are 
cleaned where; sand is abundant by re­ 
moving about an inch from the surface, 
1 and replacing it with fresh sand. When* 
rho filter is any distance from the base 
of supply it has b«**n found cheaper to 
wash the sand and again add it to the 
filter. Two beds make the minimum 


j number. one to be* in use while the 
other is being cleaned. 
“ East Liverpool is especially fortunate 
in having Babb's island so rlose to its 
pumping station, for the island makes 
an ideal location for tilter b<*ds. It is 
not far from the machinery, and, I hear 
is seldom covered in time of flood, a1 
though this would not much matter 
Him** tilter beds can be submerged Th 
honrs and not suffer iii conseifuenee 
if you have 
storage to last until 
the water falls. Au electric pump 
and one 
man 
could 
easily 
bring 
the water from -tile river to the 
filters, and the waste woald pass into 
the river, while the filtered fluid would 
go into the cittern. A line from this 
last to the pumping station 011 the Ohio 
side would not be expensive, since the 
bottom is good, aud there is no quick­ 
sand to break the pipe aud cause dam­ 
age and delay. The deposit of sand is 
good, and right to the city’s hand, thus 
necessitating no constant outlay for 
haulage. The lied* could. I believe, be 
built for a cost not to exceed (HO,OOO, 
and the other necessary expenses would 
not be over $20,060 additional, giving 
the city a complete system of filtration 
for a comparatively small outlay. 
“Another matter to be considered deals 
with the slackwatering of the river. 
Judging from the interest manifested in 
the movement and the influence being 
brought to bear upon congress, it will 
not be long until the Ohio is little more 
than a big canal. Dams will make it 
navigable throughout the year, and 
your city must filter the water or look 
elsewhere for its supply. It cannot use 


little of it now. Other cities in th** east 
an* introducing it. and mooting with 
similar 
encouragement. 
With 
the 
natural advantages East Liverpool has 
it certainty deem* anything but the best 
of judgment to drink this river water, 
filthy and dangerous, as it is paneled 
from the stream. ”

Among the habits of tho partridgi 
one is that when a covey is roosting on 
the ground, w ith their tails hunched to­ 
gether in a circle, the bunch is sur­ 
mounted by a line of watchful heads, 
like sentinels on duty. Another is that 
they run the instant the ground it 
touched after a "flush," the dogs oftci 
trailing them in rabbit limiting fashion. 
Their sense of smell is evidently very 
acute, for during tho nesting season, ii 
tho eggs, which number from IO to 20, 
are disturbed in any way or a hand over 
insert od in the nest, it w ill be immedi 
ately deserted and a now one built. 
A 
short tim e previous to the nesting the 
males are often involved in desperate 
combats for tho choice of mutes, wh< 
stand by aud quietly watch the eucoun 
tor, seeming not to care which one be­ 
comes tho victor. 
The incubation ii 
performed entirely by the female, tht 
mule, wheu not feeding, often being 
perched on some slight elevation, eu 
couraging ber by his mellow toned cal 
of “ bobw hite." 
Two and sometime! 
three broods of young are reared during 
a season, the nesting beginning as early 
as May I. 
Later in the fall the brood! 
of young ooeasiouully join forces, bul 
w hether from a w ant of company or for 
protection is not known. 
When feeding, the birds are some 
times scattered several yard* apart, bul 
at tho first sigu of danger an alarm ii 
given, aud they immediately "bunch,’ 
w ith their heads placed close together, 
as if in consultation. The first shot lute 
a covey will often cause them to break 
and fly iii all directions, and if not dis 
torbed again for several minutes "scat 
ter calls" w ill be heard on every side. 
These are made tooollect trio remaining 
birds, who again hunch. 
Many of tin 
m arket gunner*seem to have noqualnn 
of conscience aud very often kill with 
out hesitation an entire covey, when ai 
least one or two pairs of birds shoulc 
be left for breeder*. — baltim ore Hun.

hands is on the grips. The fact remain* 
that the average rider seldom touche* 
his grips in riding, but grip* the naked 
bar on eifh*r side of and close to the 
lop of the Steering head. 
Are we to iii 
f> r from this that the standard of handle 
bar construction is all wrong and that 
th** grips should lie ut the top of the 
bar aud not more than eight inches 
apart, or that the bar should lie left 
long to meet the exigencies of rough 
riding, while the materia) of w hirhghe 
grips ar** mad# should cover th# entire 
bar up to w ithin an inch or two of the 
center, or that it would be well to have 
a pair of supplementary grips at tie* 
place indicated by the position assumed 
by the rider, or what? 
Undoubtedly the present standard 
bandle bar is correct. 
The average 
rider, for one thing, has his grips drop­ 
ped so low that he cannot roach them 
conveniently, so that hisca*cst position 
is w ith his hands oil the top of the bar, 
uiid again many riders, w ith level or up­ 
turned bars, who are able to reach their 
grips comfortably, have acquired the 
habit of grasping tin* nickel in defer­ 
ence to the popular idea. We think that 
every rider is obliged at times to us** 
bis grips. 
Full handle bar leverage is 
necessary whenever st<*eriug is rendered 
difficult by rough surface or otherwise 
At such tun#* every rider finds th at the 
standard bar comes iii handy. 
Supple­ 
m entary grips would detract m easura­ 
bly from the trim appearance of th# 
handle bur, mid it * may be doubted 
w hether cyclists os a class would toler­ 
ate them. 
A bar entirely covered w ith 
cork or other grip m aterial woald speed­ 
ily become Moiled aud make a sotry 
looking object in comparison w ith the 
bright nickeled bar.—American Cyclist.

" I cannot dismiss this m atter w ithout 
depr«'cating the tendency so conspicu­ 
ously operative among us to degrade 
m arriage to th*! level of comm erce," 
w rites the Rev. Charles H. Parkhurst, 
D. D ., iii The Ludies’ Home Journal in 
u paper on "Tho Young Man and Mar­ 
riage. " "T his is not denying that there 
are m aterial considerations that in this 
m atter, as in all others, require to be re­ 
spected. A p*ior young man m arrying u 
poor young girl, with only the prospect 
th at their life will become more and 
more oomplicaftsl as time goes on, is a 
fool. 
I have had affectionate couples 
w ait upon me to be m arried aud then 
ask me to trust them for the wedding 
fee. I think that we who are clergy m er 
ought to refuse to marry applicant* who 
cannot show to our satisfaction th a t1 
there is no likelihood th at either they ! 
or their possible offspring w ill ever 
come upon the town. 
"N or, on the other hand, does my 
objection lie against any amount of 
contingent assets w ith which either or 
both of the contracting parties may 
chalice to be endowed. My only conten­ 
tion is that in every m arriage not es­ 
sentially unholy the basal element it 
love, and that marriages which are 'a r­ 
ranged,’ marriages whicli mean, first 
of all, an affair of perquisites or a bar­ 
ter in commodities, are a distinct in ­ 
fraction upon the spirit of the seventh 
commandment. 
The voluminous dis­ 
plays w ith which we kuow such unions 
to be sometimes celebrated only aggra­ 
vate the mischief and operate to teach 
our young people in all conditions oi 
life that marriage may be reduced to a 
species of traffic, differing from the 
dealings on the Stock or Product! Ex­

So we 
were not very hopeful. 
"T he six jurym en went out into the 
cornfield to deliberate. They were gone 
about two hours and then brought in a 
verdict of guilty and fined each of the 
defendants $5 aud costs. The jury was 
about to be discharged when my partner 
jumped up and said to one of the ju ry ­ 
men: ‘Say, who are you? I don’t re­ 
member seeing you before. ’ Then the 
foreman spoke up aud said: ‘T h at’s all 
right. 
Bill Trayuor couldn’t wait. He 
wont off home, and we got Joe here to 
take his place. ’ 
"T h a t's a fact. 
Bill had put in a 
substitute on the jury after they got out 
in the cornfield. The justice said it was 
all right anyway, so long as there was 
a m ajority of the jury present, but I 
got up and threatened to sue him on his 
bond, so he got scared and set aside the 
verdict aud discharged our client*. 
"A fter I came on the bench Bill 
Traynor was up before me for stealing 
a steer, and I made the instructions to 
the jury rather favorable to him. ami 
he was acquitted. 
You see, I hail a 
friendly feeling for him because he had 
helped me to win one of my first cases. ’’
